Anjw, To be of an obliging Temper is a good thing. 
and we have made fome pretenfions to it a great while, 
and fince a matter of this Nature may be as likely to 
direét and benefit our loving Querifts, as many of our 
late Learned and Wife Difcuffions, we fhall very will- 
ingly gratify you, with the moft probable Account we 
have. *Tweuld be impeflible to give a Reafon for all 
the Circumftances that the Greeks have related about 
it, becaule they have added many things to the Hiftory, 
purely to Embelith, and render it more agreeable. The 
Phenicians having filled almoft all the fides of ihe Medi- 
terranean with their Collonies, made Voyages to every 
Part ; and as their Country Men always were well pleat- 
ed with the News of ftrange Countries, fo they omit- 
ted not to relate at their return, whatfoever they 
had teen in their Voyages. And tis not improbable but 
they might add a little touch of Fancy to their Narra- 
tions, and tell things that in themielves were ordinary 
enough, after a very wonderful and furprizing manner 
‘Tis alfo very likely that tholfe that heard ‘em might, ia 
their turn aiuft a little with their imaginations, it being 
very Natural for Men to form great Idea’s ot things 
that are remote from them,and where they did not well 
underftand their relations, they have made them fay 
things they never thought. Thus it may be, ail thole 
things have contributed to the obicuring of the Hiftory 
of their Voyages, which has made fome of thofe events 
appear to us as Monftrous Fables, which had nothing 
furprizing in them, as is very probable in this ftory of 
Sercules, athe time that Deborah and Barac were 
Judges of Jjracl, a Phenician Merchant, named ‘Alcides, 
who was born in Boetia (and who, ‘tis fuppofed, was our 
very Hercules) undertook great Voyages, fometimes a- 
lone, and fometimes in company ; fome upon his own 
account, and others by Commifhion. He Eftablifht many 
Collonies ; and as Greece was not yet well peopled, fo in 
many places the new Inhabitants were oblig’d to take 
a great deal of pains te defend themfelves, as well from 
wild Beafts, as the injuries of the Air. In that time 
there were many young Men that Kept and Fed the 
Tamer Beafts, that had fuccefSfully accuftom’d them- 
felves to the Fighting with Bears and Lions, This Al- 
cides had at 18 years of Age, kill’d a Lion in a Moun- 
tain of Boetia, who had made a great Ravage in the Tbe- 
ban Flocks. Upon which account the King of that place 
gave in Marriage to him, or to his Men, fome Daugh- 
tersthat he had; And Alcides ufed afterwards to wear 
the skia of the Lion he had flain for a cloak. He like- 
wife Killed another Lion in the Foreft of Nemea,which 
by the order of the King of Mycena, he had chafed into 
fome Park, where he continued a long time, and there 
Eftablith the powerful Colony of the Heraclidas,which 
fignified Merchants. ‘This Colony delivered the a
